legacy that dozens gathered to honor on Thursday night, 
September 7. 

The owners of the Rochester-based cat shelter It's 
All About the Animals hosted a cocktail party to celebrate 
the grand unveiling of the new addition and "catio" (a 
screened-in patio for cats) at the Marion Road rescue cat 
shelter. Pam and Oren Robinson held the invitation-only 
event as a way to thank those benefactors and volunteers

school wrestling career as a Natick High freshman, Aaron 
Polansky was ready to give it up. 

"They needed a varsity wrestler, one hundred 
and three pounds, and I heard the word Varsity/ not 
necessarily 'wrestling/ and said. Til give it a shot/" 
Polansky recalled, sitting in his office as Superintendent 
of Old Colony Regional Voc-Tech in Rochester.

who's involved with wrestling or music or anything, it's 
all about discipline and motivation and collaboration. Or 
through foreign language, or whatever their passion may 
be. That's the beauty of education - finding someone's 
passion and using it as a mechanism to better their life." 

Polansky's tenacity and likeability have served 
him well - first as a teacher, then out of daily education 
working for a landscape design company while coaching 
wrestling at Hudson High and acting as the state head of 
USA wrestling. 

After five years out, he came back to education 
full time in 2008 as assistant principal and then principal 
at Bristol Aggie. The father of six had been mulling over 
a move to superintendent jobs, and decided to apply 
and interview at Old Colony without thinking he'd be a 
leading candidate, but wanting to see how the process 
went. 

"And here we are," he says with a smile, 
gesturing to his office as he finished a tastefully prepared 
school lunch of chili with a grilled cheese sandwich.

jokes, and tries not to disrupt. Although Polansky is the 
boss of all of it, he looks like he'd be happy to rip off his

wheelhouse of a fishing boat, the Ellen Marie. 

Spaulding, although enraptured by the colors and 
the subject matter of the print, returned home that day 
empty-handed. Haunted by the artwork, she returned 
to the gallery only to find it had been sold. However, the 
gallery manager advised her that the original painting 
was still available. In spite of the dear sum she paid, 
Spaulding was delighted to have the original painting in 
her possession. She was yet to learn how its charm would 
inspire and forever change her life. 

It is known that fishermen can be very 
superstitious, and if ghosts and spells can be cast over 
living breathing humans, then Spaulding was caught in 
the net cast by that fishing boat. She simply had to find 
out what had become of the Ellen Marie. 

Spaulding told the club members of her many 
conversations with boat captains, family members of 
fishermen, boat builders, and everyday people whose 
lives are entwined in the fishing industry. She learned 
it wasn't very easy to track down the whereabouts of a 
single boat that no one had seen in years, yet she was 
undaunted and continued to seek out information.

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miles a day along the Atlantic flyway as the only butterfly 
that can do so like a bird. 

Like others of its kind, the monarch can only see 
to navigate in daylight hours. It uses coastal peninsulas as 
visual guides for direction with the position of the sun as 
its reference point, and possibly the gravitational pull of 
magnetic fields as a cross reference to navigation. 

Many of us have been astonished by the seasonal 
gathering of a myriad of numbers of monarchs on almost 
every plant to rest and feed on prominent points of 
coastal land, and stage up for the next leg of their journey 
At dawn with the rising sun, they can rise up on 
warming thermals high enough where the air is thin, or 
to catch a free ride with a favorable prevailing wind over 
a vast expanse of water. The record distance recorded 
by electronically tagging an individual monarch was an 
astonishing total of 265 miles in a single day. 

All butterflies reproduce with the same 
metamorphosis re-birth cycle - from egg to larva, to pupa, 
and then to adult. Eggs are laid singly or in rows, as in my 
illustration, and the eventual emerging larva becomes a 
caterpillar then into a butterfly 

All too soon they must migrate for two reasons: 
they cannot stand freezing weather and larvae food 
supply does not grow on winter sites. 

Consequently, the migration back here northward 
must fly along where plants are plentiful. Due to the 
distance, two generations must reproduce on the way 
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here, in addition to two more during the following 
summer. Amazingly, those that winter in the same trees 
are the fourth generation from those that originally left. 

Today, even modern scientific methods of research 
cannot completely account for the monarch's remarkable 
unbroken generational chain of migratory heritage of 
passing the baton of capability through reproduction and 
the re-birth of natural instincts. 

To Native Americans, it was more simple through 
their keen observation, as well as a living part of the 
process. They saw it clearly as just one of many unbroken 
circles of life on Earth orchestrated under planets in the 
sky where the end of one cycle is but the beginning of 
another. Call it reincarnation, if you will. 
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In summary and in closing, my circle of reasoning 
of this train of thought goes back with me to the opening 
title of my article with the premise that the incredible 
journey of the monarch is undeniably metaphysical. 

Reflecting on 'Incredible' Miss America Journey

After almost two weeks spent under the bright 
lights of Miss America rehearsals and appearances, Jillian 
Zucco found herself enjoying two things on Monday: her 
cellphone and the sun. 

Driving back to Mattapoisett from New Jersey, 
she reflected on life back in the real world after 13 days 
spent competing for the Miss America crown. Zucco was 
eliminated as they cut the field from 51 to 15, but her 
mind wasn't on anything but the positives. 

"It was absolutely incredible," she said. "It was 
so exciting! The energy in the room was just crazy, and 
to know that millions of people were watching us on 
national television was so cool. 

"I was sort of just happy to be there in the first 
place and really just to be on the Miss America stage, so I 
was so happy and joyful to be there in the first place that 
making the finals would have been icing on the cake," she 
said. "Without it. I've still got the cake. 

"I mean, I think we are all in it to win it, but 
maybe some are more about the win than the journey. I 
think the key is to be about the journey; there's only one 
Miss America and fifteen finalists." 
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While Zucco only got a few minutes of screentime 
on Sunday night - spurring many of her fans across the 
SouthCoast to take pictures of the TV for social media 
- the entire 13-day experience was a whirlwind. From 
7:30 am (when they started the day and gave up their 
cellphones) to 11:00 pm (when they got them back), 
there was usually something going on. Contestants were 
driven back and forth from their rooms to rehearsals or 
recordings through underground tunnels. 

While Zucco missed the sunlight, the glow of 
cameras and performance lights more than made up for it. 

"It was incredible and non-stop the whole entire 
two weeks," she said. "The first week we did a lot of 
rehearsing, a lot of promo, video and photo shoots, then 
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the second week we had three nights of preliminaries and 
the interviews." 

They rehearsed in a ballroom as the Miss America 
stage was being constructed, and after a week of waiting, 
they got to perform on it this past Tuesday. 

"The first time being on that Miss America 
stage was really cool. Everybody cried," Zucco says, 
the emotion coming through in her voice. "Because we 
worked so long! This was my fifth time competing. Some 
of the other girls, they had tried five times also. A lot of 
little girls dream about being on the Miss America stage." 

"And the stage is ... it is unbelievable," she said 
with emphasis. "There's this huge crown that holds up all 
of the lights. It's so amazing, and the whole thing lit up is 
insane." 

She won a $5,000 scholarship for placing third 
out of the 51 contestants in the STEM (science, technology, 
engineering, and math) branch of the competition, and 
has earned a total of $40,000 in scholarships during her 
time competing in pageants. 

Zucco now goes back to work and will have a 
busy year as she balances public appearances - available 
to be booked through MissMass.org - with her job as 
a registered nurse. She will be hosting a blood drive at 
Boston Children's Hospital later in the fall. 

She was second in the Miss America competition 
in the "Miracle Maker" award for Children's Miracle 
Network fundraising. 
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"This whole experience has just really 
reinforced for me that there's something to be said about 
perseverance and to never give up," she said. "I've just 
learned so much and gained so much from competing . . . 
the opportunities, the resume material, the people that 
you meet. I think I'm happy to just go for it, focus on the 
journey and not the outcome, because it's what you learn 
along the way that's so much more valuable." 




Rochester Reigns (again) at Chowder Cook-Off

Some find it ironic that Rochester, the only town 
in the competition without a coastline, once again took 
the first and second place awards in the Public Safety 
category for best chowder during the Mattapoisett 
Firefighters Association's 3 rd Annual Chowder Cook- 
Off. Although this year the Rochester Fire Department 
stole first place from last year's winner Andrew 
Daniel, Rochester's facilities director, the rather playful 
competition between the two departments remains 
friendly. 

Local chowder lovers swarmed the Mattapoisett 
Knights of Columbus grounds on Saturday, September 
16, to enjoy samples of some of the area's most carefully 
crafted chowders that are made by eager local public 
safety employees vying for the coveted judges' first place 
and "People's Choice" awards, which come with a plaque 
and, most importantly, the undisputable right to brag. 
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Rochester Fire is known for its rich, creamy clam 
chowder recipe concocted by Albert Weigal and topped 
with a single fried clam belly. Or was that crowning fried 
clam actually Andrew Daniel's idea? 

Daniel said three years ago when the competition 
started, he and the Rochester fire crew were thinking 
about teaming up together and Daniel himself came up 
with the idea of making the chowder more memorable by 
topping it off with a freshly fried clam. The idea worked, 
and as Daniel and Rochester Fire went their own ways 
with their own chowders, both last year topped off their 
chowders with fried clams - leading to Daniel taking first 
and Rochester Fire, second. 

This year, though, as he does each year, Daniel 
changed things up with another recipe - this year offering 
his newer "Crustacean N' Corn Chowder," with crab, 
shrimp, and lobster with roasted corn, fire roasted red 
peppers, "and a sweet cream sherry finish." And this 
time, instead of topping his chowder with fried clams, he 
used small fried shrimps. 

"I do something different every year," said Daniel 
who in addition to winning first place last year, won 
second place the first year. 

Daniel had the feeling that Rochester Fire could 
take back first place this year, which he accurately 
predicted, saying, "The Fire Department is gonna win. 
They're more popular. And rightfully so! I'm just the town 
carpenter and they're gonna be the ones saving you!" 

Marion Harbormaster Isaac Perry and his wife 
Karen were fervently serving up their newer clam 
chowder recipe they decided to alter after not placing last 
year. 

"The entire year!" answered Karen when 
asked how long the couple had been working on a new 
recipe. Although it was all her, she implied, saying as 
she squinted at her husband, "Food service is not in his 
blood." The secret to her rich, smooth, savory chowder 
was the infused Irish butter - which landed them the 
third place award. 

The Wareham Harbormaster decided to join in 
the fun this year with his first clam chowder entry And 
although he didn't place, his creamy clam chowder was 
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hot, fresh, loaded with potatoes softened to perfection, 
and of course, the most important part, according to 
Harbormaster Gary Buckminster, the quahogs he and 
Assistant Harbormaster Jamie Mclntire dug themselves 
that morning from Onset Harbor. 

"They don't even have quahogs in Rochester," 
said Buckminster, eyeballing the competition from across 
the way. Buckminster described his chowder recipe as 
basic, simple, and without all the added flavorings. "And 
we don't have to fluff our stuff up with fried clams on 
top!" (Oh, snap). "We love Rochester," said Buckminster 
with redemption. 

A couple of booths over, Fairhaven Harbormaster 
Tim Cox and his friend Sharon DeCosta didn't change a 
thing about DeCosta's grandmother's chowder recipe that 
she swears by. Paul Andrews with the Mattapoisett Police 
stands by his recipe as well, not changing anything from 
last year, keeping with the "basic" broth that lets the fresh 
clams speak for themselves. 

Marion Fire Assistant Chief Allen Denham served 
a more thickly-based chowder, saying last year's thinner, 
more brothy chowder wasn't as popular with the crowd. 
Next booth over, Brian Daniel with the Fairhaven Fire 
Department said he also went thicker and creamier this 
year. "Three years ago I made it like the way I like it 
at home." But if you want that prize, he conceded, the 
people want chowder they can chew. 

Although technically the public safety contestants 
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are " amateurs," we have to hand it to them - many of 
them were as good, if not better, than the chowders of the 
professional establishment competition. 

Rochester Fire also received the coveted "People's 
Choice" award. 

"Well," said Daniel, "I'm just going to have to up 
our game for next year." 

In the professional establishment category, 
Lindsey's of Wareham won first place for its seafood 
bisque, Rasputin's of Fairhaven took second, and The 
Stowaway in Mattapoisett took third with its "bacon 
cheeseburger" chowder. The Lebanese Kitchen of 
Mattapoisett, which took first place in the cook-off last 
year, won the People's Choice award a second year in a 
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Proceeds from the chowder cook-off go towards 
lifesaving equipment not otherwise included in the 
budget. 


Three Options for Bike Path Crossing

On Thursday, September 7, the Marion Pathways 
Committee gave the public a chance to view the three 
engineering concepts for a future bike path crossing to 
take people from the west side of the planned bike path to 
the east side, traversing Spring Street and Route 105. 

On the wall of the Marion Music Hall hung 
three very different conceptual renderings, each of them 
garnering a number of different comments pertaining to 
each concept's safety for drivers, pedestrians, and how 
each particular concept would affect traffic flow along 
Route 105. 

Concept 1 is for two crosswalks, beginning with 
one crosswalk across Spring Street leading to the front 
of Cilantro where the bike path would turn left and 
continue north until it reaches the Spring Street /Route 
105 intersection where another crosswalk would take bike 
path users across Route 105 and link it up to the bike path 
as it continues east. This crosswalk would be positioned 
south of the Spring Street intersection with Route 105. 

Two Rectangular Rapid Flashing Beacons 
(RRFBs), yellow crossing signs with flashing lights, would 
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be installed on both sides of both crossings to warn traffic. 
Those wishing to cross the crosswalk could press the 
button, illuminating the flashers for 20 seconds. 

A triangular-like island would be constructed 
where Spring Street intersects Route 6, keeping the soft 
right turn onto Spring Street the same while making the 
left and right turn from Spring Street onto Route 105 more 
of a conventional, perpendicular intersection. 

Concept 2 provides one single crosswalk across 
Route 105, north of where Spring Street intersects with 
Route 105. The bike path coming from the west would 
turn left in front of Brewfish, cross Route 105, and the bike 
path would continue on. 

The two RRFBs would mark each side of the 
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crossing like in Concept 1, but only a total of two would 
be needed. 

The intersection of Spring Street and Route 
105 would be reconfigured to provide a perfectly 
perpendicular intersection, thus eliminating that softer 
right turn onto Spring Street and making it a more 
conventional right turn, causing drivers to have to slow 
their vehicles before turning. 

Concept 3, with the most significant changes 
to the Route 105 /Spring Street intersection, involves 
reconfiguring the entire roadway between the two sides of 
the bike path, creating a small roundabout, or rotary, and 
three crosswalks would be made: one across Spring Street 
and then a second straight ahead across Route 105, and a 
third on Route 105 on the other side of the roundabout. A 
total of six (two per crossing) RRFBs would be installed, 
and the bike path would be extended along the front of 
Brewfish, and then extended from both the north and 
south Route 105 crossings outside the roundabout. (Lost 
yet? For a visual understanding of the three concepts, visit 
www.wanderer.com and click on the link to this article). 

Some neighbors expressed concern that Concepts 
2 and 3 would significantly reduce traffic flow on Route 
105 leading to a backup of vehicles from the Interstate 
195 overpass to the Route 105 /Route 6 traffic lights. 
Furthermore, one couple that lives on Front Street (Route 
105) said eliminating the soft turn onto Spring Street as 
Concept 2 does would further slow down traffic and lead 
to congestion. 

Engineers assured residents that traffic studies 
during peak hours had been undertaken, leading them 
to conclude that traffic flow would not be significantly 
affected, except that a roundabout would certainly get 
traffic down to a slower speed - a safety enhancement for 
those crossing on the bike path. 

Another concern about Concept 3 was that 
due to the widening of the roadway to make way for a 
roundabout, some land taking from abutting properties 
would be required, taking longer due to the legal aspects 
of the process. It is also the most expensive option. 

Marion Pathways Committee Chairman John 
Rockwell thanked those in attendance for their comments. 
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saying they would be helpful as the process unfolds 
with the Massachusetts Department of Transportation. 
MassDOT would study the submitted options for the 
crosswalk and fully vet the designs. 

"My main concern is getting people across 
Spring Street and Route 105 without getting killed," said 
Rockwell. He offered anyone with questions or comments 
to contact him at johnrock@gmail.com or 508-728-5585. 

The bike path planning process is well into its 
25% completion stage after 22 years of planning and land 
acquisition. The engineering was funded by a grant from 
the Community Preservation Fund. 

The bike path will follow the old New York, New 
Haven, and Hartford Railroad Line from Mattapoisett 
to where Brew Fish is located. Across Route 105, the 
bike path continues along the old route of the defunct 
New Bedford & Onset Street Railway Company electric 
trolley all the way to Washburn Park. It will pass through 
the park, and reconnect with the railroad route north 
to Point Road. You can find the map online at www.

Construction of the bike path will be funded by 
MassDOT in federal fiscal year 2020 (October 1, 2019 - 
September 30, 2020). 

Opening Reception for Balance: Real and Abstract

It was an art lover's delight on Friday night, 
September 9, at the Marion Art Center, when local artists 
Bess Woodworth and Betsy Payne Cook kicked off their 
month-long show with an opening reception. Attendees 
admired both abstract combinations of color and pastel 
plein air paintings displayed in the MAC'S Cecil Clark 
Davis and Patsy Francis Galleries. 

Woodworth specializes in pieces blending color 
and texture to evoke emotion, while Payne Cook creates 
realistic paintings using pastels. 

"We often will look at two artists who have 
applied [for a show]," says Executive Director Kimberly 
Teves, "and know that their artwork fits together." That's 
exactly what happened with Woodworth and Payne 
Cook. 
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The abstract paintings featured in this month's 
show are by Woodworth, who began exploring her artistic 
talents after 25 years as a reading specialist. Her pieces 
that explore relationships in nature and between people 
are created on yupo paper, a synthetic paper that is both 
waterproof and able to be wiped clean. 

"If I don't like it, I can just throw it in the 
bathtub," she said with a laugh. The paper doesn't 
actually absorb the paint; it dries only by evaporation, so 
it allows for interesting textures to form while the paint 
is drying. The results are unique - abstract paintings that 
blend colors in ways that aren't easily done using regular 
watercolor paper. These paintings are Woodworth's latest 
creation, and she loves the process from start to finish. 
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"It's fun," she says. "You can get lost in them." 

Pastel painting is a fundamental part of Payne 
Cook's life. She writes a newsletter called Painting In 
and Out, teaches workshops and classes, and has even 
organized a week-long painting workshop in Wales, Great 
Britain this year. 

"This show is really a culmination of thirty 
paintings in thirty days I did in January 2016. Some of 
them are upstairs. They made me think about the fact that 
what I wanted to do was to take that feeling that I have 
of being on location and bring it to the forefront of my 
artwork." 

Her paintings on display vary from quaint 
European country cottages to bustling nighttime city 
streets. She paints in mostly plein air style, which allows 
her to fully immerse herself in the moment. "I have really 
tried to capture something of where I was so I could take 
it home with me." 

The public is encouraged to visit the Balance: Real 
and Abstract exhibition, which runs from September 8 
through October 7 at the Marion Art Center.

There are 301 town clerks in the state of 
Massachusetts, but only half of those ever achieve 
certification from the Massachusetts Town Clerks' 



Association. Mattapoisett' s town clerk Catherine 
Heuberger was recognized by the selectmen during the 
September 12 meeting for her achievement in securing 
Certified Massachusetts Municipal Clerk designation. 

According to a press release from the MTCA "... 
designation is achieved by attending MTCA educational 
courses and passing a two hundred and fifty question 
aptitude test measuring . . . knowledge of Massachusetts 
General Laws ... in categories such as elections and 
procedures, vital records, campaign and political finance, 
town meetings ... ethics and public records." 

Sitting before the selectmen, Heuberger said, "I'd 
like to thank my staff and the town for their support." She 
has also earned the International Institute of Municipal 
Clerks certification. 

Selectman Jordan Collyer said, "This is what 
we set out to do," when the town began supporting 
additional spending for continuing education programs 
for town employees. 

Selectman Paul Silva added, "Everyone thinks 
about the paycheck, but this is a big benefit," referring to 
educational opportunities. 

Also being recognized was Mary Magee who has 
been a library trustee for many years. Flanked by Susan 
Pizzolato and members of the Board of Trustees, Magee 
was lauded for her dedication and hard work, including 
during the years of planning and construction of the 
library building. 
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The selectmen also had the honor of appointing 
new volunteers to several boards and commissions. 
Michael Ward became an associate member of the 
Board of Appeals, Dennis Perry was appointed to the 
Finance Committee, Alexandra Murphy as an alternate 
to the Historical Commission, and William Hall to the 
Recreation Committee and as the representative to the 
Community Preservation Committee. 

Town Administrator Mike Gagne also asked the 
board to appoint Bob Teixeira and Bonne DeSousa to the 
Bike and Pedestrian Committee. 

The selectmen also discussed the pressing need 
for volunteers on the Conservation Commission. Gagne 
said that of all the boards in town, the Conservation 
Commission has the heaviest agendas. 

"Due to the threat of cancellation for a lack 
of quorum, I called a forty-eight hour public noticed 
meeting." That 7:00 am meeting was held on September 
11 at which time the selectmen appointed Tyler 
Macallister as an interim commissioner. "He has the 
experience and the education," Gagne said. 

The selectmen once again urged anyone who 
is interested in learning more about the duties and 
responsibilities of the conservation commission and 
in being considered for one of the three open chairs to 
submit a letter of interest to their office. 

Coming before the board to discuss a Veterans' 
Day Road Race was two-time Boston Marathon winner 
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Geoff Smith. Smith was also an Olympian for Great 
Britain. Smith described the event as two races: a 5K and 
a 10-mile race. He said the courses would wind through 
village streets and into the beach community of Angelica 
Point. Gagne said that during his discussions with Smith 
and Tri-Town Veterans Agent Barry Denham, the idea of 
commemorating the races in honor of past and present 
servicemen and women was conceived. Gagne said that 
there would be an opportunity to donate a portion of the 
race proceeds to the Tri-Town Veterans Agency. The race 
is scheduled for November 11 at 9:00 am and interested 
runners may visit www.racewire.com for further details. 

Gagne also brought the board up-to-date on 
meetings with residents in the village for future roadway 
and sidewalk improvements. "There have been five 
meeting so far and we plan two walking tours to get more 
information on areas of specific concern or interest." He 
said those walking tours would take place on September 
20 and 22 with the engineers from VBS and that more 
details of time and meeting place would be available at 
www.mattapoisett.net. 

The selectmen also issued a Class II Used Motor 
Vehicle Dealer's License to David Nicolosi to operate a 
commercial vehicle sales business from the parking lot of 
Mahoney's Lumber Company. 

Gagne announced that free flu shots would be 
available to Mattapoisett residents who are 18 years of age 
and older on Thursday, October 12 from 9:00 am to 3:00 
pm in the Southcoast Health van that will be parked in 
the Bowl-Mor parking lot. 

In the audience for the evening's proceedings 
were Boy Scouts from Troop 53. Scouts Murray Copps, 
Andrew Poulin, and Torsten Brickley took notes and 
were quizzed by Selectman Jordan Collyer at the end 
of the meeting as to what they had learned. The Scouts 
were able to correctly identify the town's business the 
selectmen had handled. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen in scheduled for September 26 at 6:30 pm in 
the town hall conference room. 



'Yays' Outweigh 'Nays' for Farmer's Market 

Rochester Planning Board

The discussion surrounding an agricultural 
business on Marion Road proposed by Craig Canning 
of Rochester Farms, LLC went in virtual crop circles on 
September 12 as Rochester Planning Board members, 
abutters, proponents, and the developer orbited around 
topics such as hours of operation, site layout, and what is 
actually legal on the property as per the bylaws. 

Bill Madden, engineer of the project, stood in 
front silently for over half an hour as Planning Board 
Chairman Arnold Johnson engaged oppositional abutters 
and their attorneys in tete-a-tetes, followed by myriad 
(and at times, trifling) rebuttals from residents who 
support Canning's "farmer's market" and agricultural 
operation. 

Compared to past Planning Board meetings with 
scant attendees, the almost 100 people in attendance at the 
Senior Center seemed like a relative unruly mob (sans the 
actual unruliness). There were eruptions of applause after 
positive statements made in favor of the project, with one 
supporter after the other standing in support. 

Attorney Donald Fleming, representing the 
abutter directly across from the project, Marion Cutler of 
223 Marion Road, argued that the Planning Board does 
not even have jurisdiction over the project now that the 
Zoning Board of Appeals, which issued the Special Permit 
for the retail use within an agricultural / residential zone, 
closed its public hearing. He said the bylaw states that the 
ZBA could only issue a Special Permit after the Planning 
Board issues its own decision. Furthermore, he argued 
that the board could not move forward because the ZBA 
Special Permit does not allow for the particular use 
Canning is seeking, including a "restaurant," as Fleming 
put it, alluding to the service of coffee and prepared 
foods, along with a "patio" with seating. 

As for the ZBA issue, Johnson said it was not 
the first time the ZBA has issued a Special Permit before 
Planning Board approval, citing specific examples. "So it's 
not unprecedented, and believe me," Johnson said, "if we 
were operating outside the realm of our bylaws, our town 
counsel would be on the phone with me or in my face." 

ZBA approved hours of operation for seven 
days a week, 7:00 am to 8:00 pm. Cutler said these were 
excessive and, when asked, suggested perhaps 7:30 am 
to 6:00 pm. However, the board said it would hesitate to 
overrule what the ZBA approved - yet not impossible. 

Cutler, who said she was, in theory, in favor of a 
farmer's market, lamented how she has been portrayed as 
"the bad guy," even on social media. 

"I'm in favor of a farmer's market, not a retail 
store," said Cutler. "We don't need that in Rochester. We 
have enough. ... We don't need a retail store here." 

It's not a Wal-Mart, as one female resident 
grateful of the fact pointed out. It's not a supermarket 
and it's not low-income housing. "It's the best use of the 
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Johnson acknowledged Cutler's appeal of the 
ZBA decision, and the hearing was continued until the 
next meeting. 

A Site Plan review hearing for Canning's 
other project. Progressive Grower, Inc., an agricultural 
distribution facility on Kings Highway and Cranberry 
Highway, was closed and a draft decision will be 
reviewed during the next meeting. 

Much of the crowd remained for the public 
hearing for the Borrego Solar Systems, Inc. solar farm 
slated for Rounseville Road and Mendell Road. 

An attorney for property owner Gibbs Bray 
addressed opponents to the solar farm, saying Bray has 
been mindful of being a "good neighbor," and he has met 
all the requirements of the zoning bylaws for the project. 

Still, oppositional abutters and residents squeezed 
in a few last words against the project. In response, 
Johnson said, "Just because we don't like it, we can't 
outright deny it." 

The board engaged in several back and forth 
discussions with residents over solar bylaw possibilities 
and improbabilities, the future of Rochester with solar, the 
future of solar energy itself. . . 

Now past the two-and-a-half-hour mark in 
the meeting, the candy reserves of the Planning Board 
members to the right of the chairman dwindling, Johnson 
called on the last members of the public to comment or 
question and ended up defending the Town against one 
woman's assertions that the Town was not acting on 
behalf of the citizens to protect open fields in Rochester, 
pointing out that the Town had already altered its solar 
bylaw based on a past application. 

"I know that you guys want us to make it go 
away . . . but we are making changes and that's because 
we are having this discussion, this back and forth," said 
Johnson. 

Nearing the three-hour mark, the conversation 
turned to 40B housing, both "hostile" and "friendly," 
and the ramifications of that as opposed to large- 
scale solar farms. Talks then took another turn back to 
"neighborhood character" and then to the screening fence. 

"It won't be chain-link and it won't be white. And 
there's no barbed wire on it," said Johnson, adding that 
the screening and fence would be taken up at the next 
meeting before continuing the public hearing until then. 

Also during the meeting, the board continued the 
Site Plan Review public hearing for Wellspring Farms at 
42 Hiller Road, preferring to keep the public hearing open 
until the next meeting until the peer review engineer can 
submit an updated report. 

Attorney for Jim and Holly Vogel, George 
Boerger, asked the board to close the hearing and take a 
vote with the condition that any pending items are met, 
but Johnson turned it down. 

"Well, we never vote the same night that we close 
the public hearing," Johnson said. Usually, he explained. 
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the board closes the hearing, meanwhile a draft decision 
is drawn up for the next meeting for discussion, and then 
the vote is held the next subsequent meeting. 

Abutter Kathy Mendoza of 32 Hiller Road said 
she has observed vans backing out into roadway, with 
video proof, and asked if the board should make the 
entrance one way. After further comments by Boerger, 
the board conceded that the drive was adequate as stated 
on the plan, and if they are found in violation of the 
egress and ingress of the site, then they would be held 
responsible. 

Having said that, "We're not going to solve the 
neighborhood relations," said Johnson. "We're not that 
good." 

In other matters, the board voted to waive the first 
right of refusal for Chapter 61 A property at Alley Road, 
owned by the estate of Mary Gayoski. 

The board also accepted an Approval Not 
Required request for the same Gayoski property. The land 
will be subdivided into three buildable lots. 

A revised waiver request for Hartley Mills to 
allow for overhead utility wires instead of underground 
was approved.

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Selectman Joins a Dwindling ConCom 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission 

By Marilou Newell 

On September 11 in a rare but necessary move, 
the Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen appointed one of 
its own. Selectman Tyler Macallister, to the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission. 

The commission has been struggling to make 
a quorum in recent months as several of the volunteers 
to this very busy town board have stepped down. Calls 
to the public for new members have gone unanswered, 
while the business of protecting wetlands has continued 
to increase. To date, the Selectmen's Office had not 
received a single letter of interest. 
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But those concerns were put aside as Macallister 
stepped into the packed town hall conference room 
and put to good use his experience in the role of a 
Conservation Commission member, having served the 
town in this capacity between 2005 and 2011. 

It didn't take long for things to get a bit 
complicated and contentious, as Bruce Rocha's two Notice 
Of Intent hearings got underway. 

Rick Charon of Charon & Associates began the 
hearing by discussing fill that had been spread across the 
length of the long, narrow lot located on Mechanic Street 
but bearing a Barstow Street legal address. 

He explained that due to a remapping of FEMA 
floodplains, the planned single-family dwelling would 
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have to be raised about 16 feet to meet the agency's 
regulations. There ensued a nearly hour-long and at times 
combative exchange between abutters and commissioners 
over the issue of clean fill and volume of fill. 

Charon explained that when Rocha purchased the 
former site of the well-known Presto Press , FEMA maps 
had not included it in the floodplain, therefore allowing 
Rocha to file an application for a Special Permit with the 
Zoning Board of Appeals versus first clearing the project 
through the Conservation Commission. That application 
was approved. Now that the property fell under the 
jurisdiction of the ConCom, Rocha needed to modify 
plans to meet FEMA regulations, hence the necessity to 
built-up the site. 

Charon said, "Currently there is too much fill 
on the site. Fill will be removed." He also explained that 
FEMA allowed the process of building up house lots and 
that the home would not have a basement but a crawl 
space only. 

Conservation Commission Chairman Mike King 
advised everyone that the Massachusetts Department 
of Environmental Protection had submitted their review 
with "no comments" on the project because there was an 
absence of any wetlands on or near the site. 

But abutters held concerns over whether or 
not Rocha had had a permit for the filling operation, 
the quality of the fill, and concerns over stormwater 
management. 

Mark Pelson, 11 Barstow Street, suggested the 
Town should walk the site to inspect the fill for impurities, 
as well as the grade of the property he alleges is higher 
than abutting properties. 

Charon responded, "There are no wetlands, so 
erosion controls are not required. The fill will be reduced 
in elevation and the fill will be cleaned." 

The debate continued as abutters questioned 
the sequencing of Rocha's applications to the ZB A and 
ConCom, and whether or not the fill was contaminated. 

Matt Michaud, 30 Church Street, spoke at 
length about alleged asphalt chunks in the fill, and 
how he is concerned about any health hazards it could 
cause. Michaud said water running off the site could

contaminate his lot, and cautioned the Town that it could 
be held liable should the project go forward, and that he 
had enlisted the services of an attorney. 

In his defense, Rocha said, "When I bought the 
property, it was not in the floodplain ... it didn't come up, 
that's why I went to the ZBA first." 

Macallister responded, "The permit issued by the 
ZBA for the lot was when it was not in the floodplain," 
but now, ". . .we've got to deal with the proper 
guidelines." 

In an effort to bring some clarity to the process 
at hand, Macallister said the first thing that needed to be 
determined was the issue of stormwater. But he also made 
it clear to the group that, "He (Rocha) has a right to build 
a home. It's going to take some effort." 

King said, "We aren't going to allow a project to 
go forward that negatively impacts others." 

The hearing was continued with Charon charged 
with returning on September 25 with information on 
surrounding lot elevations and plan modifications that 
detailed grass swales around the property. 

Macallister warned the abutters, saying, "I'll be 
very surprised if DEP says the soils are contaminated." He 
shared that the DEP considers fill to be clean, even when 
containing asphalt tailings. He said he would call the DEP 
the following day and have a conversation, but that he 
would not be opening up an investigation. 

When the next hearing got underway for Rocha's

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Announced last school year, the Bulldog Block 
is a shared school-wide period aimed towards making 
academic help and clubs more accessible to students - 
things that usually take place after school, meaning that 
conflicts between sports, multiple clubs, and jobs often 
occur. 

The Bulldog Block ran for 35 minutes each day on 
Tuesday, Wednesday, and Friday of last week (Monday 
was a holiday and Thursday was a late start for the high 
school). 

Here's how the Bulldog Block works: 

During the first school day of each week, students 
will meet with their assigned advisor and plan out what 
they will do during the period for the rest of the week.

"We discussed new team names and colors 
because we're forming a separate SouthCoast high school 
marathon club," said senior Hannah Powers. 

In addition to extra help and clubs, student 
meetings are also slated to take place during the block. For 
example, on Friday the freshman class had an assembly 
on the roles of the student government positions ahead 
of their class election. The National Honor Society also 
had their first gathering of the year, coincidentally on the 
subject of NHS elections as well. 

With their first week of Bulldog Blocks under 
their belt, many voice their support for the budding 
program. In a class of 18 seniors, all unanimously agreed 
that the Bulldog Block was generally helpful for them. 

"It's convenient for meetings, but not so much for 
working on homework assignments," said senior Grace 
Stephens. "With only thirty-five minutes, it's not feasible 
for getting anything major done." 

The general consensus among teachers was 
positive as well. In multiple subjects, teachers have begun 
organizing certain days of the week for different levels of 
their courses to come for help.

Acclaimed maritime artist and larger-than- 
life local activist, Alexander Byron, 87, 
died September 5th in Plymouth. Born in 
New Bedford, Alex was a lifelong local, 
residing in Wareham, Bourne, and Scituate 
before settling in Marion with his wife 
Suzanne over 50 years ago. 

A self-taught oil painter, Alex spent 
the last decades of his life interpreting and 
preserving the maritime history he knew 
and loved so well. He created incredibly detailed and vivid 
recreations of historic ships and events, using blueprints and 
endless research to build his paintings like ships, in layers. His 
love of New Bedford whaling history took him all the way to 


the Arctic Circle, where he led several expeditions in the 70' s 
to recover the sunken whaler Ansel Gibbs. After surviving 
a blizzard for several days alone on Marble Island, he was 
named "Mad Dog" by the local Inuit, a name he carried 
proudly — and was always careful to live up to — for the rest of 
his life. 

Byron graduated from Bourne High School and Duke 
University and earned a master's degree in economics from 
George Washington University. He spent his early career in 
PR and politics in Washington D.C., working for two U.S. 
presidents and going on diplomatic missions to Russia and 
Greece. By the mid-sixties, Alex and his wife had settled into 
family life, owning and operating Byron's Landing restaurant, 
a waterfront landmark on Route 6 in Buzzard's Bay until its 
close in 1986. If you ate at Byron's Landing, there's a good 
chance you met and were charmed by Alex. He probably 
showed you some of his early paintings, hung (or painted) on 
walls he personally lined with wood from historic buildings he 
tried to save. 

Alex served in the U.S. Marine Corps. Honor and 
tradition were important to him. He was a family man, a self- 
described "love slave" for his wife of 52 years and a devoted 
father and grandfather, always striving to inspire and enrich 
those around him. He gave freely of his time and love. He 
believed all things were possible. He was adventurous, wildly 
intelligent, and fun to be around; an indomitable spirit who 
will forever loom large to all who loved and knew him. 

Alex is preceded in death by his parents, James and 
Evelyn Byron of Wareham, and his brother, the Honorable 
Chris Byron of Rochester. 

Alex is survived by his wife Suzanne of Marion; sons 
James Allen and Christopher Charles of Marion; daughters 
Florence Marie of Marion and Suzanne Elizabeth of Wareham; 
granddaughter Anthea Tripanier and her husband David of 
Fairhaven; brother Charles of Wareham; and sisters Florence 
and Joanne Byron of Wareham.

Upon his return to Massachusetts, Mr. Torres directed 
his energies as a Program Director of various grant projects 
throughout the Commonwealth. Mr. Torres was also very 
active on several local committees in Marion, including the 
Sewer Expansion Committee. He was most gratified with his 
work as Chairman of The Mattapoisett River Valley Water 
District Commission where he served as Chairman and 
dedicated many years of service to both the MRV Planning 
Committee and the MRV Water District Commission.

Beatriz at Dinner. Starring Salma Hayek and John 
Lithgow. Directed by Miguel Arteta. Running time: 83 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. On home video this week. 

I'm not sure whether Beatriz at Dinner is, as 
advertised, "the first great film of the Trump era" ( Get Out 
might beg to differ), but that's a reductive tag anyway. Its 
concerns go deeper (and it was finished months before 
Election Day 2016), so don't let that description scare you 
away or foster unrealistic expectations. The movie is not 
the savage jugular-punch to the current administration 
that some will want and others will wearily and warily 
expect. It's accidentally topical — it could just as easily 
have been made in the mid-2000s, on the heels of the 
two other films by Beatriz' makers. Chuck & Buck (2000) 
and The Good Girl (2002). But director Miguel Arteta and 
screenwriter Mike White speak to today's preoccupations 
precisely by not tying themselves to the present. 

The movie is archetypal, not satirically specific. 
Beatriz (Salma Hayek) is a massage therapist and general 
holistic healer, and also an undocumented immigrant. 

Her opposite number here is Doug Strutt (John Lithgow), 
a real-estate magnate who seems to represent the values 
that validate Trump without actually being much like 
Trump. Mike White allows Doug some wit and self- 
awareness, and Lithgow makes him quick and shrewd, 
but with an understanding that Doug's self-opinion is 
deeply divided. Doug is reflective, even existentially 
aware of his place in the world. In his way, Doug is the 
most honest person in the movie. He's joshingly cruel but 
he never pretends to be anything other than what he is. 

Beatriz is brought into Doug's sphere when 
she's stuck at a client's house by car trouble. Her client 
is Kathy (Connie Britton), the sort of conscientious rich 
white woman, blind to her own privilege, who thinks of 
her massage therapist Beatriz as a friend because having a 
woman like Beatriz as a friend makes a woman like Kathy 
feel warm and gracious. (She commiserates tastefully 
when a saddened Beatriz says her neighbor killed her 
goat.) Beatriz knows they're not really friends, though 
she once treated and helped Kathy's (offscreen) daughter 
through her chemotherapy. She knows how easily a rich 





white person's affection is given, and withdrawn. Beatriz 
doesn't say much until some wine loosens her tongue, but 
the great actress Hayek writes an entire novel wordlessly, 
with stares of despair or outrage. 

Beatriz at Dinner has also been described as a 
comedy, but it isn't really — the level of camp is awfully 
low (it spikes a bit in some of Beatriz' flights of fantasy), 
and the few laughs are uncomfortable. There is one 
top-notch twisted joke: these rich people love passing 
grotesque photos around on their phones; it happens 
twice, and both times Beatriz is horrified, and finally livid. 
Beatriz is more or less marooned at the California mansion 
of Kathy and her husband Grant (David Warshofsky) 
as an important business dinner, involving Doug Strutt, 
looms later in the evening. Amusingly, except for Doug, 
the men seem indistinct; the women come off snappy and 
precise. They're intelligent and know the right things to 
say to continue presenting as compassionate people, but 
some part of their soul is gone, scabbed over. They enable 
their men to kill the world. 

Sometimes Hayek' s Beatriz is powerful Earth 
Mother, other times just a slumped, small-statured woman 
trying to get through the day. She is the conscience of the 
earth, but hardly its consciousness. She feels others' pain, 
even a dying octopus, and may be too intense an empath 
to function in a harsh world created by the rich and white. 
She seems to understand Doug, or would like to think 
so (she keeps saying she knows him from somewhere), 
but Doug has her number the moment he lays eyes on 
her. His final words to her reverberate far past the end 
credits. Beatriz at Dinner is being sold as some sort of 
Greenaway-esque satire of manners, but it's a good deal 
more troubling than that. It bothers us long after it's over, 
bringing us back to Beatriz' death-haunted eyes, looking 
for the man who killed her goat.

ORR "Grand Gathering" Reunion 

By Dick Morgado (Class of 1964) 

There were more hearing aids than at a Miracle 
Ear store. Artificial knees and hips came in a close 
second, but the young at heart were in full attendance 
at the "Grand Gathering" reunion of the four original 
Old Rochester High School classes of 1962 through 1965 
recently held in Marion. 

Nearly 90 alumni and their guests reacquainted 
themselves with old friends, many not seen in over a 
half century. They told "war" stories, exaggerated their 
academic achievements and athletic prowess, blushed 
at the mention of an old flame, exchanged photos of 
grandchildren and generally partied the evening away 
like it was 1962. 

The first graduates of ORR gathered together as 
one under a giant tent on a sunny Saturday proving that 
you can go home again, although one alumnus heroically 
subscribed to the old maxim "the show must go on" as 
she bore the strain of not knowing if she had a home to 
return to as Hurricane Irma bore down on her Florida 
residence. Other alumni from as far away as Indiana, 

Ohio and Louisiana secretly glanced at name tags trying 
to recognize faces from their youth. Recognition brought 
hugs and kisses, and the years melted away. 

But in the fall of 1961 they were all strangers 
entering a brand new high school. Some came from 
Wareham High, others from Fairhaven High and the 
remainder from the Tri-Town primary schools. The 
students were not the only ones new to the building. 
Alumni formed a long line to greet faculty favorite 
Norman Fuller who was one of the school's first teachers 
who began his career at ORR in 1961 and stayed for 30 
years. 

The original ORR cheerleaders gathered in a line 
to practice their high kicks, although suggestions they 
do cartwheels were summarily rejected. No doubt they 
remembered how they cheered the first football team and 
its captain Charles Jefferson, the original bulldog, who 
was in attendance. Charlie, whose coach heard someone 
in the crowd call him a bulldog for his fearless play, 
suggested the team adopt the nickname "Bulldogs" and

The following bylaw changes which were ac- 
cepted at the Marion Special Town Meeting which 
convened on May 8, 2017 have been approved 
by the Office of the Attorney General, and are 
published herewith in accordance with the current 
regulations. Claims of invalidity of any of the 
amendments to the bylaw by reason of any defect 
in the procedure of the adoption or replacement 
may only be made within ninety days of the second 
publication (September 21, 2017) or December 20, 
2017. 

Copies of the bylaws may be examined at 
the Town Clerk’s Office, 2 Spring Street, Marion, 
Massachusetts. 

Article 35 . Motion was made and seconded 
that the Town will vote to amend Section 5 .3 of the 
Marion Zoning Bylaw as follows: 

ADD NEW SUBSECTION 5.3.4 AS FOL- 
LOWS: 

“5 .3 .4 A special permit from the 

Planning Board, in compliance with the require- 
ments of Section 7.2, shall be required for all resi- 
dential developments greater than four (4) dwelling 
units.” 

ALSO, ADD NEW LINE WITHIN SEC- 
TION 4.2 (TABLE OF PRINCIPAL USE REGU- 
LATIONS) WITHIN SECTION A. “RESIDEN- 
TIAL USE” AS FOLLOWS: 

“Multi-Family Residence (See Section 5.3)” 
and place the initials “PB” under the heading 
“RE”, corresponding with the line “Multi-Family 
Residence (See Section 5.3)” 

ALSO, ADD TO THE FIRST SENTENCE 
OF 9.1 .2 AFTER THE WORD “SPACES” ON 
LINE FOUR (4) OF THE FOLLOWING: 

Or result in residential development of more 
than four (4) dwelling units of Multi - Family 
Residence (see Section 5.3) 

Article 37 . Motion was made and seconded 
that the Town will vote to amend the General 
Bylaws of the Town of Marion by striking Article 
I, Section 5 in its entirety and inserting in place 
thereof the following: 

“The tax collector or other municipal official 
responsible for the records of all municipal taxes, 
assessments, betterments and other municipal 
charges, hereinafter referred to as the tax collector, 
shall annually, and may periodically, furnish to 
each department, board, commission or division, 
hereinafter referred to as the licensing authority, 
that issues licenses or permits including renewals 
and transfers, a list of every person, corporation, 
or business enterprise, hereinafter referred to as 
the party, that has neglected or refused to pay any 
local taxes, fees, assessments, betterments or other 
municipal charges, and that such party has not filed 
in good faith a pending application for an abate- 
ment of such tax or a pending petition before the 
appellate tax board. 

The licensing authority may deny, revoke or 
suspend any license or permit, including renewals 
and transfers of any party whose name appears on 
said list furnished to the licensing authority from 
the tax collector or with respect to any activity, 
event or other matter which is the subject of such 
license or permit and which activity, event or mat- 
ter is carried out or exercised or is to be carried out 
or exercised on or about real estate owned by any 
party whose name appears on said list furnished 
to the licensing authority from the tax collector; 
provided, however, that written notice is given 
to the party and the tax collector, as required by 
applicable provisions of law, and the party is given 
a hearing to be held not earlier than fourteen days 
after said notice. Said list shall be prima facie 
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evidence for a denial, revocation or suspension of 
said license or permit to any party. The tax collec- 
tor shall have the right to intervene in any hearing 
conducted with respect to such license denial, 
revocation or suspension. Any license or permit 
denied, suspended or revoked under this section 
shall not be reissued or renewed until the licensing 
authority receives a certificate issued by the tax 
collector that the party is in good standing with 
respect to any and all local taxes, fees, assessments, 
betterments or other municipal charges, payable to 
the municipality as of the date of issuance of said 
certificate. 

Any party shall be given an opportunity to 
enter into a payment agreement, thereby allowing 
the licensing authority to issue a certificate indicat- 
ing said limitations to the license or permit and the 
validity of said license shall be conditioned upon 
the satisfactory compliance with said agreement. 
Failure to comply with said agreement shall be 
grounds for the suspension or revocation of said 
license or permit, provided, however, that the 
holder be given notice and a hearing as required by 
applicable provisions of law. 

The Board of Selectmen may waive such 
denial, suspension or revocation if it finds that 
there is no direct or indirect business interest by the 
property owner, its officers or stockholders, if any, 
or members of his immediate family, as defined in 
section one of chapter two hundred and sixty-eight 
A in the business or activity conducted in or on 
said property. 

This section shall not apply to the following 
licenses and permits: open burning: section thirteen 
of chapter forty-eight; bicycle permits: section 
eleven A of chapter eighty-five; sales of articles for 
charitable purposes, section thirty-three of chapter 
one hundred and one; children work permits, 
section sixty-nine of chapter one hundred and 
forty-nine; clubs, associations dispensing food or 
beverage licenses, section twenty-one E of chapter 
one hundred and forty; dog licenses, section one 
hundred and thirty- seven of chapter one hundred 
and forty; fishing, hunting, trapping license. Sec- 
tion twelve of chapter one hundred and thirty-one; 
marriage licenses, section twenty-eight of chapter 
two hundred and seven and theatrical events, public 
exhibition permits, section one hundred and eighty- 
one of chapter one hundred and forty.” 

Article 41 . Motion was made and seconded 
that the Town will vote to renumber and recaption 
the General Bylaws of the Town as follows: to 
assign a new number to each chapter of the General 
Bylaws; to renumber each section accordingly; to 
insert chapter and section titles; to update internal 
references to reflect the new numbering system; to 
reorganize defined terms to be indented and capital- 
ized in the definitions sections of various chapters; 
and to enact certain global changes to the text of 
the General Bylaws of the Town as follows: 

1 . To cite statutory references to the Mas- 

sachusetts General Laws in a consistent manner, to 
read in the following form: MGL c. , § . 

2. To impose a standard system of capital- 
ization and citation of numbers throughout the 
General Bylaws. 

all as incorporated in the document entitled “Town 
of Marion Final Draft,” dated March 1 , 2017, and 
on file in the office of the Town Clerk. 

Article 42. Motion was made and seconded 
that the Town will vote to enact certain changes 
to the text of the General Bylaws of the Town, as 
noted by strikethroughs (indicating deletion) and 
underlines (indicating additions), all as set forth in 
the document entitled “Town of Marion Final Draft 
(Red Line),” dated March 1 , 2017, on file in the 
office of the Town Clerk with the exception of the 
following: 
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1 . In Section 7-14 (Page 6 of the document), make 
no changes to Section A. 

Article 43. Motion was made and seconded 
that the Town will vote to number and caption the 
Zoning Bylaw of the Town as Chapter 230, Zoning, 
of the “Code of the Town of Marion,” as set forth 
in the document entitled “Town of Marion Final 
Draft,” dated March 1 , 2017, on file in the office of 
the Town Clerk. 

Article 44. Motion was made and seconded 
that the Town will vote to enact certain changes 
to the text of the Zoning Bylaw of the Town, as 
noted by strikethroughs (indicating deletion) and 
underlines (indicating additions), all as set forth in 
the document entitled “Town of Marion Final Draft 
(Red Line),” dated March 1 , 2017, on file in the 
office of the Town Clerk with the exception of the 
following: 

1 . In the Table of Principal Use Regula- 
tions (Page 66 of the document), under Section A. 
(Principal Uses), make no changes to the 3rd line 
leaving the text to read “Dwelling in same building 
as principal non-residential use” and no changes to 
the corresponding symbols in the various Districts; 

2. In Section 230-5.2 (Page 73 of the docu- 
ment), make no changes to the last paragraph of 
sub-section C (3) and thereby leave that paragraph 
to read “Said residential districts as shown on the 
Zoning Map of the Town of Marion, Massachu- 
setts, February 1974, final revision July, 1999.” 

3. In Section 230-6.1 (Pages 78 and 79 of

Specifically: (1) Article 41 renumbers, recap- 
tions, and reorganizes the Town’s general by-laws, 
including certain global changes throughout the 
general by-Laws: (2) Article 42 amends the Town’s 
general by-laws by making specific highlighted 
changes as indicated in the document submitted 
to this Office; (3) Article 43 renumbers and recap- 
tions the Town’s zoning by-law; and (4) Article 
44 amends the Town’s zoning by-laws by making 
specific highlighted changes as indicated in the 
documents submitted to this Office. Our approval 
of the recodified general and zoning by-laws as ad- 
opted under Articles 41 , 42, 43, and 44 are limited 
solely to those changes that were identified in the 
documents submitted to this Office and does not 
include any other changes. 

Note: Pursuant to G.L. c. 40, § 32, neither 
general nor zoning by-laws take effect unless 
the town has first satisfied the posting/publishing 
requirements of that statute. Once this statutory 
duty is fulfilled, (1) general by-laws and amend- 
ments take effect on the date that these posting 
and publishing requirements are satisfied unless a 
later effective date is prescribed in the by-law, and 
(2) zoning by-laws and amendments are deemed 
to have taken effect from the date they were voted 
by Town Meeting, unless a later effective date is 
prescribed in the by-law.
